skills, in conjunction with the 
Living Wage Foundation and 
Citizens UK, which campaigns for 
employers to pay the Living Wage. 

Cllr Hyland said: “After years 
of slow economic growth, during 
which time wages for many have 
stagnated and failed to keep pace 
with the rising costs of living, I 
and many of my local councillors 
have seen first-hand the affects 
the welfare reforms are having 
- impacting most on the poorest 
families in our society. 

“Promoting a living wage is 
key to the council’s priorities 
of growth, job creation and our 
vision for tackling poverty in 
Royal Greenwich. That’s why I 
am proud to say that the Royal 
Borough of Greenwich is a 
long-standing supporter of the 
Living Wage. I implore our local 
businesses to do the right thing 
and aspire to become a Living 
Wage employer by signing up to 
the campaign now.” 

The royal borough secured 
Living Wage accreditation in 2013 
and launched its own Greenwich 
Living Wage Campaign earlier 
this year. Local businesses are 
given a helping hand to off-set the direct 
costs of setting up and paying the living 
wage, and the council has established 
a business rate discount scheme as an 
incentive to the first 100 businesses 
receiving accreditation in 2015/16. More 
than 125 local businesses have expressed 
an interest and many are now accredited 
to the scheme, or are partway through 
that process.

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'No parking' zone 
to be extended 


THE big clampdown on 
people who park their 
cars and vans on grassed 
areas at council-owned 
land in Abbey Wood has 
paid off. 

Since the fixed penalty notice 
signs were put up on October 7, 
the number of illegal parkers 
on the grassed area has gone 
down to a trickle. 

But the problem has not 
gone away - just moved. 
Thoughtless drivers are 
now parking further away, 
outside the notices zone. 

As a result, the council has 
now decided to extend the 
enforcement zone. By the 
end of the month, penalties 
will be issued to anyone 
parking on grassed areas 
in Cookhill Road, Panfield 
Road, Felixstowe Road and 
Combewell Crescent 

The council decided to take 
action against bad parkers 
following complaints from 
residents that vehicles were 
churning up the grass and 
stopping children from 
playing. 


The notices warn that 
parking is not allowed, and 
anyone who does will get 
a £60 penalty. If that is not 
paid within 14 days, the 
penalty rises to £100. And if 
that is still not paid, drivers 
will be taken to court. The 
‘no parking’ action is being 
enforced by Wing Parking, 
a firm employed by the 
council. 

Cllr Chris Kirby, the 
council’s cabinet member 
for housing and human 
resources, said: “We 

thought we were getting 
this parking problem under 
control, but it has simply 
relocated itself. So we 
now have to take further 
action. This is a big issue for 
residents at Abbey Wood. 
People get very annoyed 
when drivers park on the 
grassed communal areas 
outside the housing blocks. 
What they are doing is 
anti-social, and we are 
determined to do something 
about it, and hit the people 
who do it hard in their 
pockets.”

New scheme supports teens in foster care Carers Centre 


A PIONEERING scheme to provide 
support for teenagers in foster care 
has been launched in the royal 
borough. The Mockingbird Family 
Model will develop a support 
network for both young people and 
their carers to create a stronger 
sense of belonging for those in 
foster care. 

Along with six other councils across 
the country, Royal Greenwich has 
teamed up with the national charity, 
The Fostering Network, to pilot the 
model which has been shown to be a 
successful way to improve outcomes for

children in care. Developed in the USA, 
the scheme is being pioneered in the UK 
as one of the Department for Education’s 
Innovation Programme initiatives. 

At the heart of the approach is a 
dedicated ‘hub home’ of specially 
recruited and trained carers. They 
provide respite care for foster carers, 
as well as peer support and social 
activities for children and carers. The 
model works like an extended family, 
with families supporting each other and 
overcoming problems, together, before 
they escalate. The hub also builds links 
with other families and with a wider 
network of agencies to enhance young 
people’s opportunities to learn, develop 
and succeed. 

GT spoke to Yvonne and Gerry Godfrey, 
the carers who will run the ‘hub home’ 
about the merits of the Mockingbird 
Model. Gerry said: “The whole thing is 
based on the idea of the extended family 
as an environment that can provide 
support to young people. As part of the 
programme we have regular meetings 
where those in care can meet others 
like them and foster families can also 
interact. The hub is there to support 
individuals when they need it - whether 
they are facing a big problem or just 
need an alternative way of looking at 


things. We are primarily dealing with 
young people in their teenage years - a 
volatile time for everyone.” 

Yvonne added: “Our home is the 
hub house and there are seven other 
foster carer families that form the 
‘constellation’ of the project. We will 
meet once a month to discuss everything, 
mingle and take part in activities. One of 
the ultimate aims is to develop a greater 
sense of belonging amongst teenagers 
by creating this network which is based 
on the support networks of an extended 
family. We really think it is going to 
work.” 

Cllr John Fahy, deputy leader of the 
royal borough and cabinet member for 
children’s services, said: “I welcome this 
opportunity to be part of an innovative 
programme that will lead to more 
teenagers in our care having stable 
homes with Greenwich foster carers.”

AN impressive original production by the 
Roan Theatre Company (RTC) provided the 
perfect Halloween entertainment for drama 
lovers across the royal borough last month. 
Supernatural comedy thriller YODO: You Only 
Die Once was the latest in a line of successful 
plays presented by the RTC which is fast 
earning itself a reputation as a place for 
ambitious amateur actors to develop 
their talents. 

YODO is a tale of paranormal activity, ghostly 
apparitions and beyond-the-grave drama set 
in an old haunted house. The story centres 
on the untimely death of television presenter 
Ella Pober (played by Francine Gardner) 
halfway through filming a programme about 
paranormal activity with the self-aggrandising 
minor celebrity Jonah Wick (Frankie Rockett) - 
a medium whose credentials are as dubious as 
he turns out to be. 

Ella must adapt to being a ghost sharpish if 
she is to thwart Jonah's scheme to exploit her 
death to boost his ratings. 

Written and directed by Stuart Mitchell- 
Smith, the production boasts an excellent 
script and storyline that is meticulously crafted 
and well-imagined.

People on the Housing register are able to bid for all properties, 
regardless of their banding. You must be eligible for the size of 
property and bids will be considered in the following order: 

First Band A, followed by Band B both in priority date order. 

Those in Band C will then be considered in registration date order. 

Please note that there will still be some properties with age 
restrictions so only people of this age group can apply for these. 


BAND 

A is for applicants in unsatisfactory housing, including 
people moving due to demolition and those 
underoccupying their homes. 

B is for applicants the Royal Borough of Greenwich 
must prioritise according to the law, particularly 
homeless people, and others with an urgent need 
to move for medical or welfare reasons. 

C is for all applicants on the housing register, 

including those that are in priority bands A and B.
